MIAMI (UPP — Prem ier Fidel 
Castro charged today that some 
Protestant religious groups in Cu­ 
ba “are used as agents” for the 
U. S. Central Intelligence agency 
and State Department. 
In a two-hour speech broadcast 
by Radio Havana, he said that the 
“conflicts” between his revolution

The 
cost is to be based on the past 
cost agreement with the town­ 
ship board. 
Non-Jointure Basis 
The m ajor revision states that 
even if Tullytown could not make 
other arrangem ents, the Tully­ 
town secondary students could 
attend Bristol Township second­ 
ary schools under a non-jointure 
schools under a non-jointure basis 
with 
Tullytown paying to the 
township school board the cost of 
educating these students. 
The cost is to be computed at 
the end of each school year by 
adding the cost to Bristol Town­ 
ship of all items included within 
these township budget categories:
